Although France has the largest number of liter- te persons of all the 
occupied countries, it has comparatively few underground papers, not 
nearly as many as the comparatively illiterate Polbs. The largest 
and first "Humanite" hasn’t missed an issue since before the fall 
of franco* It was suppressed before the war, and its editors have by 
far the most enterprising distribution system. They employ assembly 
lines, etc, and probably have the largest effective circulation of 
any of the underground papers. It has several editions, seme of which 
are printed. I couldn’t find any copies at France Forever*
